Brigham Young University sets the academic and artistic 
standards of the Church in general; for this reason, we are 
especially responsible for making these standards the highest 
possible. In terms of moral influence, such a concern has 
always consistently governed the choice of artistic offerings 
brought to or produced on the BYU campus. Such concern is 
necessary, appropriate, and entirely laudible. It is not my 
intent to question or dispute that concern, per se, but to 
suggest that, in our participation in the arts: 1) other, 
frequently overlooked criteria are equally important and 2) 
our interpretation of what is and what is not in fact moral 
deserves greater sensitivity and broadmindedness than we-are 
often inclined to give it. 

The problem I raise is complex and unavoidably fraught 
with subjectivity. I do not expect everyone to agree with 
what I say or that my remarks will persuade very many; 
indeed, they may create a controversy. But that should in 
turn incite a stimulating exchange of views. | 

If, as has been charged, the spirit of scholarship and 
intellectual inquiry should more completely pervade our 
campus, then what of these local ‘artistic’ phenomena: 

a. Instead of the excellent classical music available through 
our own KBYU-FM, KSL’s middle-brow Musak beamed 
(with Paul Harvey).at everyone in the Wilkinson Center. 

b. The Varsity Theater’s PG offerings, which, though 
assiduously deleting nudity, physical intimacy and obscene 
language (made all the more prominent by the tale-tale 
‘beeps’) often glamorize worldly, even adulterous 
relationships as so much fun and games. Doris Day-type 
comedies, Airport, and even the romanticized film version of 
Dr. Zhivago are cases in point. In such films the 
consequences of real life experiences are totally ignored. 

c. The negligible attendance of the hundreds of students in 
the College of Humanities who are eligible to attend at no 
expense the film masterpieces regularly shown at the 
International Cinema Series. Notable was the dearth of 
attendance at this year’s showing of two of the most 
spiritually profound films ever made: Dreyer’s Ordet and 
Ray’s The Apu Trilogy. 

d. With due respect to my colleagues in the Department of 
Theater and Cinematic Arts, the general absence of mainstage 
productions reflecting the high dramatic art of any of the 


afterthoughts 


Greek tradegians, any Elizabethan (other than Shakespeare), 
any French Neo-classic or German Romantic tragedians, any 
existentialist or absurd playwrights, Jean Anouihl, etc. 

The prospect of pleasurable escape and titilation is, I fear, 
the primary appeal of even serious art for many among us. 
This explains, I believe, why BYU audiences are so easily 
satisfied, why for instance most of our concerts receive near 
standing ovations from those who attend them. The titilation 
is sufficient, the performance sufficiently impressive, if only 
it has not too much bored us. 

If we were to take art seriously enough and view it 
critically enough, we would also, I think, expect that the 
vision of any particular artist, while sufficiently arresting, 
might not altogether coincide with our own. We would not 
expect the artist’s depiction of life, while hopefully truthful, 
to be literally so or necessarily prescriptive. We would not 
feel compelled to subscribe to an artist’s premises, but we 
would be willing to hear him out. We would also seek an 
acquaintance with any work of critical renown, whatever its 
idealogical persuasion, assuming its redeeming aesthetic and 
philosophical merit until the work itself convinced us 
otherwise. We would feel not only free but also obligated to 
explore the artistic phenomena of our own and other ages. If 
we disapproved or were unimpressed, we would find it a 
meaningful exercise to discuss why this were so, to discover 
how the artist had failed to persuade us. 

We would nevertheless want to see real life dealt with, in 
however veiled a form—even that which is morally foreign to 
our life-style and inferior to it—so long of course as the 
canons of propriety and good taste were not harshly violated. 
We would in fact always need to distinguish between the 
literal artistic vehicle, however sordid its surface content, and 
the overriding intent and transcendent philosophical 
conclusion which might attach to it. We would also need to 
recognize that, by enhancing the illusion of reality 
appropriate to some subjects, sordid, detail—while never 
acceptable as mere decoration or for its own end—can render 
those subjects more credibly and thus convey their moral 
significance with greater impact. 

We would expect, as a matter of course, to encounter the 
portrayal of unsuccessful, even degenerate life styles, yet find 
their representation completely moral if the consequences 


- were shown to be as experience itself has proven them to 


be—tragic and painful. This would be our essential and truly 
moral criterion. We would, on the other hand, suspect the 
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we would resent sentimentality (of the kind we encounter in 
most musical comedy and televised ‘soap opera’), because 
sentimentality not only oversimplifies suffering and 
underestimates the need for suffering in this life, but does so 
self-indulgently. Sentimental art not only distorts reality but 
leads to self-complacency and is therefore ultimately 
immoral. 

We would need to recognize that for us the most important 
realities are psychological, philosophical, and religious, cast 
in terms of our mundane everyday lives, but concerned more 
with our inner state of heart and mind than with our 
outward circumstances. We would therefore expect the most 
profound fictional heroes to be in conflict with themselves 
more than with others, to be tested in their own character 
rather than confronted by enemies superior in strength and 
numbers only to be rescued by good luck simply because 
they are more virtuous, as in most cowboy plots, or 
outmaneuvered by unequal forces, as in Jaws. 

The foregoing problems have already been elucidated by 
one of American’s most religious writers, Flannery 
O’Connor: ... the writer who emphasizes spiritual values is 
very likely to take the darkest view of all of that he sees in 
this country today....The sharper the light of faith, the

Surrounded by shelves of books, manuscripts, and galleys, 
Logie states, ‘““We look for a manuscript that is a unique 
contribution in some way in the scholarly field. This may 
take the form of new research, a creative or innovative 
approach to existing knowledge, or an original viewpoint. We 
are looking also for good quality writing.” 3 

University Press Director Ernest L. Olson remarks, “One 
problem area we have is having the means to do what we 
want to do. When we take a book, we don’t know if the 
book is going to sell. That’s one situation where hindsight is 
better than foresight.” 

Olson,. brisk and decisive, keeps on top of all Press 
developments, from financial. affairs to policymaking. He is 
aided by two assistant directors, Franklin R. Haymore 
(production and scheduling and quality control) and Richard 
K. Grover (customer service and business). He finds them to 
be “vital to the success of the Press; giving professional 


_ guidance and direction to its work.” 


In spite of the care taken with manuscript selection, some 
people have questioned the scholarliness of Butch Cassidy, 
My Brother and Roughing It Easy. Logie explains that Butch 
Cassidy was written firsthand by Butch’s sister about a figure 
of public and historical interest, while Roughing It Easy grew 
out of one of BYU’s programs—outdoor recreation—as an 
innovative textual contribution which is considered scholarly 
in its own field. 

After an initial screening, a manuscript receives intensive 
content, marketing, and format analysis—all under the 
direction of a professional editor and faculty committee 
member. If the manuscript is accepted for publication, the 
same editor usually follows it through to publication, 
providing valuable continuity and control to the finished 
book. 

Among the duties of an editor are acquiring manuscripts, 
writing when necessary, editing (making corrections and 
paring where needed), and coordinating the various activities 
necessary to get the book shaped up and printed. 

The first step in shaping it up is editing the manuscript and 
having it typeset..Then a cycle is started: the material goes 
from proofreading to editors to typesetting to paste-up and 
back to proofreading a number of times. Each time the book 
is a little more perfected and closer to completion. 

The editing done, the physical systems necessary for 
printing take over. The finished copy is photographed, 


stripped up, transferred onto plates, printed, folded,’ 


gathered, trimmed, and bound. Then the completed books 
are turned over to Marketing. 

Receiving the books is not the beginning of Marketing’s 
work, though. Its personnel have been working long and hard 
since the book was accepted. 

Kenneth Trane, the director of University Press Marketing, 
maintains hard work is necessary if a book is to be successful. 
“It’s a fact that approximately 40,000 new books are 
published every year in the United States. That’s quite a bit 
of competition—keen competition. Bookstores don’t just put 
in books—you’ve got to do everything to get them to put 


» 


yours in. . 
2 Marketing process 

First, Marketing sends advance information to all 
publications which list new titles. Next review copies are sent 
to all key reviewers; these are sometimes sent in the middle 
of the editing process to insure that time will be allowed for 
reviewing before the book appears. 

At the same time, other such “‘bound galleys” are sent in 
pursuit of selling subsidiary rights. Marketing takes an active 
and aggressive role in seeking buyers for these rights, which 
include rights for foreign translation, mass paperback reprint, 
bookclub, serialization, and excerptions, by tying in with a 
professional representative in New York. 

As the book is completed, ads are placed in newspapers, 
magazines,.and journals; direct mail campaigns are launched; 
exhibitions are furnished at every possible convention or 
professional meeting where they apply; and, on occasion, 
personal contact with authors and press releases are used to 
bring the book to the public eye. 


TV appearances ; 

These author-public contacts have drawn a lot of attention 
in the last five years. Dian Thomas, author of Roughing It 
Easy, has made some 140 appearances on television, radio, 
and newspapers in 29 cities in the last two years. These have 
included appearances on the Mike Douglas Show and the 
Tonight Show (where Johnny Carson burned his fingers 
picking up a paper bag in which Dian was cooking eggs). 

But Roughing It Easy is not the only Press book to receive 
media attention. Lula Parker Betenson, sister of Butch 
Cassidy, has also been on the move. Although in her 90’s, 
Lula was actively autographing books at the American 
Booksellers Association Convention in New York City in 
May. While there she also made an appearance on the NBC 
Today Show, and later on the Mike Douglas Show. 

And still another book, Edgar Rice Burroughs, the Man 
Who Created Tarzan, has been taking big strides, swinging 
right along. The book was premiered at the North American 
Sciencé Fiction Convention in Los Angeles during its 
commemorative “‘Burroughs Day” and helped to bring four 
movie Tarzans together on the Tonight Show. : 

Through Camera Eyes has not yet received much publicity, 
but the Press believes this, its newest book, will follow in the 
tradition of the others, since it brings together beautiful 
pictures of the past caught by early photographers that 
particularly portray the Mormon heritage.

Should we insist on ethical or spiritual transcendence? 
Always! But with the understanding that misfortune can, like 
a jewel’s plain setting, offer needful counterpoint to the 
brilliance of any precious idealism. Nor should we ignore the 
likelihood that what is of value in truly meaningful realism is 
what in turn justifies tragedy. Both bring to our awareness, if 
often only by implication, the proper sense of values, the 
correct moral response to extremes of circumstance which in 
the murky twilight of normalcy are rarely tried or truly 
tested. A single line from one of the world’s oldest, most 
grim and most realistic tragedies says it all: “In calamity 
man’s only stay is honor.” 

If there is any ultimate criterion, I think it is Arthur 
King’s: that the purpose of literature (and all art, for that 
matter) is ‘‘to get us beyond the Moasaic law into Christ’s 
gospel.” At this point in time our art has, for the most part, 
sadly defaulted in that effort; and it has largely done so, I 
contend, because of our unwillingness to admit about 
ourselves in a public way that truth of which we are all 
sufficiently aware in private. In circumspectly doing so, we 
could with our art exert a formidable spiritual impact. By 
more honestly affirming our common humanity with gentiles 
and even with one another, we dould in fact take an essential 
first step in realizing our equally common divine potential. 

We’ve had enough Mormon Cimabues. Now let us have 


Frontier photos 


focus of book 


Many. people would be surprised to see the “frozen 
moments of time’? captured in Nelson Wadsworth’s new 
book, Through Camera Eyes. 

The book features 180 photographs of early Mormon 
history and chronicles the lives of six photographers takes 
the reader back to the earliest days of the Church of Jesus 
Christ of Later-day Saints with original pictures taken in 
Nauvoo and Utah and of early church leaders and scenes. 

The volume focuses on material taken from the diaries and 
family histories of the photographers as well as others who 
lived through the pioneer era. 

Wadsworth reviewed some 50,000 old-time photos and 
negatives for the book. Many of those used have never been 
published before. One photo shows a crowd waiting for 
Brigham Young to emerge from a livery stable wherin he was 
facing trial. Another is of the Nauvoo Temple before its 
destruction by fire. A third depicts a crowd gathered for the 
groundbreaking ceremony at Temple Square. Wadsworth 
claims it’s probably the first picture of a public event in 
Weahs 

The cast of characters for the non-fiction text include the 
colorful lives of the first frontier photographers. Through 
pictures and interviews with surviving relatives Wadsworth 
documented the lives of George Edward Anderson, Gucian 
Foster, Charles Carter, Charles Savage, Marsena Cannon, and 
Andrew Joseph Russell. 3 

Anderson was obcessed with depicting every aspect of 
Mormon lore on glass plate negatives. He served a seven-year 
Mormon mission, four years of which were spent on 
photography. é 

Photographer Savage came to the U.S. from England, 
purchased several thousand dollars’ worth of photographic 
equipment and lost much of it when his wagon overturned in 
the Platt River. The loss left him scrambling for money for 
years to come. 

Interesting anecdotes in the lives of these men are carried 
Over into the book such as this excerpt from an 
advertisement that appeared in the Deseret News in 1854: 
““There is now a chance to get good Daguerreotype 
Likenesses at Chaffin & Cannon’s New Room... . Everything 
we have is new except for the workmen and they are far 
better than new.” 

The book is extremely important as an pictorial and 
historical record of the beginnings of photography in the Old 
West and the first news events that were recorded in the early 
days of church history. 

After more, than 12 years of work; Wadsworth has brought 
forth a photo document that is invaluable and irreplacable.

officers who work there. He 
learns BYU security Officers 
are trained and certified at 
the Utah Police Academy. 
They are sworn Special Provo 
City Police Officers and Utah 
County Deputy Sheriffs as 
well as BYU Security Police 
Officers. The young man 
finally decides to show them 
his driver’s license. He is given 
a ticket and allowed to leave. 
The matter of his arrest is 
dropped. 

Commenting later on this 
incident, Officer Winn 
remarks, “Sometimes people 
think because we’re called 
ES OCA ity Wee Len IL Ot 
authorized to do anything 
but give out parking tickets.” 

This incident somewhat 
typifies the belief of many 
BYU students and Provo 
residents. Derided as BYU 
‘*rent-a-cops,’’ Security 
officers are generally known 
for the many parking 
citations they write as they 
drive around on their “trash 
cans on wheels.” But do they 
do anything else? 

To answer this question 
Security Police Chief robert 
W. Kelshaw reaches into a file 
cabinet in his office and pulls 
out a folder. “Over the past 
years,” he says, “we have 
made more than 250 arrests 
in cases involving burglaries, 
minor sexual assaults, felony 
thefts, frauds, arson, and 
drugs.” 


Ambulance service 

The Security Police 
Department also runs an 
ambulance service. This, says 
Kelshaw, is not normally 
done by regular police 
departments. Again referring 
to the statistics, Kelshaw says 
last year Security handled 
over 200 ambulance calls 
involving such incidents as 
automobile and ‘bike 
accidents, drugs, and suicides. 
“Our men must put in 80 


hours on their own time to~ 


become trained Emergency 
Medical . Technicians,” he 
adds. “‘This makes them 
qualified ambulance 
attendants.” 

Kelshaw also explains the 
difference between part-time 
and full-time officers. The 12 
part-time officers concentrate 
on traffic and parking 
enforcement. These are the 
officers usually. seen driving 
in the scooters. There are 21 
full-time officers on the 
Security force. They are 
authorized to carry weapons 
and patrol in marked ~cars. 


These include patrolmen, 
investigators, sergeants, and 
administrative heads. They 


have the same authority as 
other police officers. BYU 
Security Officers are also 
required to take the same 
training and have the same 
qualifications as other police 
officers. They are policemen 
who go by the name of 
Security. 

A visit to the Security 
facilities on the first floor of 
the administration building 
finds the offices relatively 
quiet. During the day-shift 
there are normally three 
patrolmen: and. three 
investigators on duty. The 
sergeants, assistant chief, and 
chief are usually at their 
desks, attending meetings, or 
at training sessions. The 
dispatcher, who receives 
incoming calls and directs the 
patrolmen on how to 
proceed, is not always fully 
occupied with the phones. 


She often has time to do 
paperwork and filing while 
handling the incoming calls. 

But the office can quickly 
become deluged with action 
and excitement. A call comes 
in reporting a traffic accident. 
A patrolman is dispatched to 
the accident while one of the 
investigators races over in the 
ambulance. Then a second 
call. A shoplifter has been 
caught in the Bookstore. 
Another patrolman is sent to 
pick him up and bring him

Not long ago two 
officers mistakenly stopped a 
car they thought was stolen 
and apprehended its driver at 
gunpoint.

A car had only 
been reported stolen by 
Security administrators to see

Anderson 
offered to hold a fireside 
session about his works for 
students and faculty in the 
Communications 
Department. About 50 
people gathered in the 
Concert Hall Green Room to 
listen to Anderson, Sunday, 
October 12th, 1975. 

The Monday Magazine 
editors found Anderson’s 
comments stimulating and of 
importance sufficient to 
merit publishing a report of 
the fireside here. 


*T-want--the facts,-AS 
THEY ARE — not as you 
think they are, not as you 
hope they are, not as they 
seem to be, not as someone 
tells you they are, but AS 
THEY ARE!” 

Such are Jack Anderson’s 
weekly instructions to his 
reporters as they rove around 
Washington digging for stories 
of ineptness, corruption and 
dishonesty in the national 
government. Using strong and 
expressive gestures, 
emphasizing his points with 
fist-pounding and a booming 


voice, Anderson admonished 


Daily Universe and Monday 
Magazine writers to make 
truth the sole criteria of what 
they publish. 

“Tt is the function and duty 
of the press to get the truth 
out to the public, and let 
them judge it and act on it. 
Freedom of the press is the 
most important guarantor of 
the nation’s moral health we 
‘have,’’ asserted Anderson, 
‘“‘Our founding fathers 
intended the press to be the 
watchdog of government. 
Although they didn’t know 
him, they saw Richard Nixon 
coming and planned for it by 
guaranteeing freedom of the 
press.” 

Anderson gave 
examples to illustrate his 
belief. that dictatorships 
always crack down first on 
the press, when seizing 
control of a nation. “The day 
we lose freedom of the press

will be the day we have lost 
our freedom.” : 
Anderson quoted Thomas 
Jefferson as saying, “I would 
prefer newspapers without a 
government to a government 
without newspapers.” 
Unfortunately, mourned 
Anderson, the press rarely 
does the job it should. “More 
often than not, instead of 
being watchdogs of the 
government, we become its 
lapdogs. Just observe what 
happens to reporters assigned 
to Capitol Hill or the White 


House — before long they 
think they’re politicians 
themselves, wearing tweed 
jackets, smoking pipes and

He pointed out that when 
Watergate first broke only 
three <reporters. in, all 
Washington thought it worth 
covering — Carl Bernstein,

“I don’t think 
Rock Hudson’s sex life is any 
of the CIA’s business,” he 
said. 

He also presented another 
file which contained a 
conversation Ralph 
Abernathy had with his wife 
concerning a dispute among 
his fellow workers. When 
Jack Anderson got ahold of 
the file he called the man 
who said “Yes, I remember 


that conversation well — it 
was in our bedroom.” 
“We cannot. tolerate

lawlessness by government, 
said Anderson, his voice 
strong and attention-demand- 
ing. When asked about J. 
Edgar Hoover, he defended 
the former FBI Director’s 
overall record, “But toward 
the end: of. his life, power 
began to corrupt him, too. 
Though he was a personal 
friend, I had no choice but to 
expose the wrong-doing.” 
Anderson compared 
corruption to cancer. “If a 
doctor tells you~ that your 
body is infected by cancer, 
the truth may be unpleasant, 
it may be embarassing, but 
you had better thank him for 
giving you the chance to get 
rid of it before it’s too late.” 
Anderson explained. he 
obtained secret papers 
through individuals in the 
government who feel they are 
performing a patriotic duty 
to expose corruption in the 
agencies where they work. 
His contacts are developed 


and protected with great. 


caution and concern, lest 
they be found and lose their 
jobs.

Their network 
of confidential sources runs 
throughout all the major 
offices in Washington ‘D.C. “I 
never call Henry Kissenger up 
and ask him what is new, he 


said, “I find out what’s new 
and call up Henry Kissinger 
to get hisreaction.” — 
Anderson who is originally 
from Utah said his first job 
was hoeing beets. He said he 
did the least number of rows, 
hated it so he got a job witha 
small Murray newspaper. By 
the time he was 18 he was 
working on the city desk of 
the Salt Lake Tribune. During 
thes ware Ne awas) a 
correspondent and when he 
returned he began working 
for the late Dtew Pearson 
whose column he assumed 
when Pearson died.

Around the turn of the 
20th century, an outlaw-hero 
spied a sad little widow lady. 
She informed him that since 
she couldn’t pay‘a thousand 
dollar debt, a mortgage 
collector was coming soon to 
confiscate her small store. 
The hero promptly awarded 
her ten $100 bills. The 
MOREEAMS COlMOCE@r. 
impeccably dressed and 
obviously not wanting for 
money, dumbfoundedly 
received the sum. As he drove 
away, the hero, hiding nearby 
in some bushes, wished that 
somehow he could wipe the 
smirk off the collector’s face. 

Stroke of luck! The 
collector halted his buggy 
right in front of the hero’s 
bush to count his recipts. The 
outlaw-hero stepped from the 
bushes, said, “‘I’ll take those,” 
and vanished.

being reunited with them 
many years after his 
purported death in South 
America. His sister, Lula 
Bentenson, has recently 
completed Butch Cassidy, My 
Brother, in which she tells the 
icueme stone Ole skoObert 
Parker. 

She concedes, ““Bob was no 
angel.’’ However, in her book 
she points out that during his 
escapades outside the law he 
never murdered anyone, nor 
was he void of good intent. 
She traces the beginning of 
her brother’s propensity to 
crime as he began touching 
the fine line of rounding up 
maverick cattle and rustling 
from monopolistic ranches 
that thwarted small-ranch 
activity in Utah. 

Robert Parker was given a 
name and a blessing by a 
circle of Mormon Elders at 
Beaver, Utah in 1866. His 
father felt that a Bishop had 
unjustly dealt with the Parker 
family in a dispute over some 
lan d= bitter, he never 
remained very active in the 
Church. Robert followed his 
father’s example in inactivity. 
In seeking excitement and 
fultiliment,. le began 
associating with friends of 
questionable standard. 
Gradually he began his 
descent into crime until, to 
escape recognition, hie 
changed his name to Butch 
Cassidy. 

Several times during his 
notorious career, Cassidy 
appealed to high public 
officials to gain amnesty so 
he could start life anew. 
Heber Wells, governor of 
Utah, seriously considered 
this proposal. Judge Orlando 
W. Powers of Salt Lake City 
suggested Cassidy be hired as 


a railroad guard following his 
pardon, if granted. Certainly 
none would dare beseige a 
train protected by Butch 
Cassidy! 

- After a stint in South 
America with the Sundance 
Kid, Cassidy was reportedly 
shot and killed by Pinkerton 
detectives. Percy Seibert who 
identified the so-called 
“bodies of Cassidy and 


“Sundance” apparently did so 


because that was the only 
way to give the two a fair 
chance to go straight since 
amnesty had not been 
granted. 


The story of Butch Cassidy 
is a tragic one. His mother 
died of a broken heart due to 
her son’s disgraceful acts. In 
later years Butch admitted, 
“Let me tell you it’s true: 
crime’s no good.... You 
have to live with your 
conscience, and it catches up 
with you. Even a battered 
one does.” 

Nonetheless, his sister 
concludes that Butch and his 
associates were simply “‘kids 
who never grew up or 
high-spirited men whose sense 
of fun and pranks couldn’t be 
contained by the law.” To 
compare them to Jesse James, 
the Younger brothers, or 


Billy the Kid would be 


unjust. 


According to his sister, 
Butch Cassidy died of 
pneumonia in 1937. One 
observer has remarked, 
“Butch took care of more 
people than FDR, and with 
no red tape.”

and thrills with his first 
successes. But then he is 
dragged through Burroughs’ 
relatives’ operations, family 
disputes and insignificant car 
accidents along with 
genuinely important 
information. 


The research done on the 
book is exhaustive—indeed, 
excessive. The book is filled 
with photographs, old Tarzan 
covers and other interesting 
artwork. But it is also filled 
with family portraits, pictures 
of inconsequential characters 
and a copy of Burroughs’ last 
California drivers license! 


It is good reading for any 
ERB fan, but should be read 
carefully, discriminantly, if 
the reader is to be able to 
appreciate the excitement in 
the man’s life without having 
to. suffer through the 
drudgery. 


Whatever the author of 
“Edgar Rice Burroughs” 
might say inside his tome, the 
reasons behind Burroughs’ 
success and the extent of his 
influence is best.told by Ray 
Bradbury in the _ book’s 
introduction, the best part in 
it.

Ragtime 


Review 


RAGTIME By ob 
Doctorow. Random House, 
1975; 270 pages, $8.95. 


Nostalgia in America needs 
to be dealt with. We are 
slowly burying ourselves to 
an. eventual death with the 
misconceéived notion that the 
“sood ol’ days” were better 
than the hectic, urban life of 
today. Somehow, this notion 
must be shattered. 

“‘Rastime” is a step.in the 
right direction. Author E.L. 
Doctorow has tackled the 
1910 decade, from Henry 
Houdini right up to the 
sinking of the Lusitania and 
the Great War. In between 
that, every preconceived 
notion we have had of that 
‘‘innocent’’ decade is 
destroyed. 

“Patriotism was a reliable 
sentiment in the early 
1900’s,”’ Doctorow begins his 
novel. ‘“‘Women were stouter 
then. They visited the fleet 
carrying white parasols. 
Everyone wore white in 
summer. .. There was a lot of 
sexual fainting. There were 
no Negroes. There were no 
Immigrants.” 

With that comforting 
illusion in mind they lived, 
Doctorow tells us, and then 
proceeds to tear down each 
illusion. 

“Ragtime’s” glory lies not 
entirely with its subject, 
though, but also in its style of 
presentation. Its original and 
rather unorthodox narration 
fascinates the reader. Despite 
the abscence of quotation 
marks to set apart dialog, 
despite the endless array of 
factual characters mingling 
with the invented ones, it is 
still very enjoyable reading. 


“‘Ragtime’’ particularly 
becomes interesting when 
Coalhouse Walker Jr. enters 
the town of New Rochelle, 
New York. Coalhouse 
shatters everyone’s 
perconceived notions of the 
Negro. He is educated, 
well-dressed, drives a 
custom-made Model T, and is 
a musician in Harlem who 
plays ragtime. His presence — 
on which the last half of the 
book virtually revolves 
around — especially makes 
One yearn for more 
‘““Ragtime’’ and more 
Doctorow. 

Doctorow, a rather obscure 
novelist until the 
monumental 
““Rapgtime” (currently the 
Number One fiction best 
seller), now finds himself in 
the center of literary 
discussions. The attention is 
deserved.

Greek and Hindu cultures adolescents shaved their heads as 
a sign of entering manhood. In the Masai and Tykopea 
cultures, however, the women shaved their heads while the

ancient Gauls, long hair was a mark of nobility, and Caesar 
had their heads shaved as a sign of submission. Shaving the 
head as a sign of submission has broad precedence as 
evidenced by the practice of shaving the heads of captives, 
convicts, and military inductees. 


not physically imposed, had 


been socially imposed. Fhus, when the 16th Century, 
Francis I, king of France accidently burned his hair with a 
torch, a new short hair style was born. Similarly, when 
Louis XIV started buying wigs to cover his balding 
cranium, the rest of Europe also bought wigs, balding or 
not. In 17th Century England the hair style became both a 
political and a, religious insignia as the Anglican Royalists 
wore their hair in the long chevaleric style and derided the 
“‘roundhead”’ short-haired Puritan Parliament. 

For strictly religious motives, Christian and Buddhist 
monks renounced hair along with women as signs of 
worldliness. The Muslims on the other hand kept the 


for a top knot by which Allah 


could pull them up into heaven at the last day. In Biblical 
history the Nazarites, who took special vows of devotion, 
distinguished themselves principally by the fact that they 


The history of hair 


did not cut their hair and did not drink wine. The Apostle 
Paul, however, felt that long hair on a man was unnatural. 
Long hair on a woman, he taught, was nature’s veil by 
which the woman was to be covered in public. Just as the 
woman’s place was to be neither seen or heard in church, 
so the man’s place was to be both seen and heard, and it 
would thus be unnatural for him to have a veil of long hair. 
Apparently Paul recognized this teaching as being a matter 
of convention since he adds that the Churches of God had 
no official custom in this regard. 

Perhaps the most interesting aspect of hair history to the 
LDS reader occurred in the 1880’s when just to the 
contrary of the contemporary situation, Church leaders 
were trying to disuade the young men from cutting their 
hair. In an editorial in The Contributor, July 1883, editor 
Junius F. Wells appeals first to science and nature to stem 
the tide of wanton hair destruction. “Every cutting is a 
wounding, and there is some sort of bleeding in 
consequence, and waste of vital force. I think that it will 
be found that long-lived persons most frequently wear 
...1 wish that our science and civilization 
had better devices for preserving the integrity of the hair. 
Baldness is a deformity, and premature whiteness a 
_. The most sensitive part of the head is at the 
back where the neck joins. That place exposed to unusual 
heat or cold is liable to receive an injury that will be 
permanent, if not fatal, in a short time. 

Next Brother Wells appeals to the precedents of history 
to substantiate his argument. ‘Kings wore their hair long in 
imitation of Samson and the golden sun-god Mithias. I 
suspect from this that the first men shorn were slaves and 
laborers; that freed men wore their hair unmulitated, as the 
crown of perfect manhood and manliness.

A bit of graffiti on a religion classroom chalkboard 
quipped: “Attention BYU men, you have all signed to adhere 
to university standards including the hair policy—in other 
words, keep it cut to the scalp!” To a barber’s delight, this 
would be an easy haircut to give. But in all seriousness, have 
you ever wondered if you could give a man a haircut? That 
is, a good haircut! Experts around Provo agree that although 
the task appears to be simple, it is; in fact, a tricky one 
requiring skill, experience, and the proper equipment. 
“However, don’t be discouraged,” reassures Julie Freestone, 
a sophomore in communications from Mesa, Arizona and 
also a licensed beautician in Arizona. ‘““Anybody can do it 
once they learn some of the basics.” 

Julie, who has been in the business two years and comes 
from a family of beauticians, highly recommends the 
following preliminaries: First, use a pair of sharp scissors. 
Scissors used for cutting fabric or paper do not cut hair 
precisely enough and will have the tendency to bend it. A 
good pair of professional scissors can be purchased from a 
beauty supply for under $10.00. (Considering the price of 
haircuts, in the long run, this might be worth it to you.) Hold 
the scissors with.the thumb and ring finger instead of the 
thumb and index finger. This might feel awkward initially, 
but when resting the index and middle fingers on the shank 
of the scissors, you can really see how much more control is 
there. The majority of experts discouraged using a razor 
because not many people know how to give a razor cut 
correctly and it has a tendency to be bad for the hair. 

Novice haircutters will do better if they work with wet, 
clean hair as it is easier to cut, control, and the natural curl 


patterns are evident. “When hair is wet, of course not - 


dripping wet, you can see how it lays including where the 
natural part might fall and if there are any cowlicks,” 
explained Claire Leavitt, manager of the Image Hair Fashions 
Shop and a beautician for three years. ““Remember that when 
hair dries, it will be shorter and this is important when 
working with curly and kinky hair,” she added. 

“Falk over with the person to determine what is the 
desired length and let them know you can be trusted,” Julie 
suggested. ““Boys are more fussy than girls because they have 
to wear what they have when you get through with them,” 
Claire emphasized and continued, “contrary to what people 
think, boys are just as particular as girls.” 

After these basics, establish a guideline. ““This is the key to 
a successful haircut,” Julie stressed. Comb a reasonable 
amount of the wet hair forward in the bang area. Then 
follow by combing the rest of the hair down at the sides and 
back. Proceed to cut a desired length at the nape, at the top 
and back sides of the ears, and the bag area. Mentally, section 
off the various scalp areas of the sides, top, crown and back 
into smaller sections. ;

Clip and bring this ad to us for 
a 25% REDUCTION in a set of 
full-color announcements. 
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For the everyday haircut, pick up a small section of hair 
about 2” - 1%” with a comb and hold the hair between your 
first two fingers pulling it straight up and cutting just above 
your fingers. At the forehead area, comb the bangs forward 
and decide where they should fall on the face when dry, then 
work back towards the top of the head holding the small 
sections straight up and cutting hair at the same length 
making sure that the sections remain uniform. You should 
cut to the contour of the head and remember that each head 
is differently shaped. ““When cutting, take small snips rather 
than big cuts,”’ Julie warned. 

To achieve a tapered look, work from the bottom of the 
back of the head to the crown keeping the guideline length in 
mind, Pull the hair sections out toward you in the area rather 
than straight up. Compensate between the crown and the 
nape, keeping the upper sections a little longer by cutting on 
an angle rather than cutting straight across. From the crown, 
move to the sides still pulling hair out straight and working 
with small sections. ; 

The area above the ear is vital because it is visible and will 
show mistakes. Comb the hair straight down pulling sections 
toward the front of the face and trim at a slight angle. Then 
comb down and trim straight across with scissors at the 
hairline. 

Re-wet any hair that becomes dry while you are cutting. 
The last step of the haircut is near the nape. Simply comb 
the hair down and be careful when trimming, remembering 
that it will be shorter when the hair dries. Sometimes it will 
be necessary to use a straight-edge razor or clippers to clean 
the neck area. 

“If a cowlick presents a problem, don’t try to work against 
it. Cowlicks usually cannot be cut as short as the rest of the 
hair,’ Lynda commented. 

A haircut is a necessity. ““To give one doesn’t have to be a 
‘hairy’ experience,” explained Julie jokingly. “Truthfully, it 
just takes concentration, practice, and confidence in 
yourself.”’
